Admiral Sm ith rem em bers.” 
Zacharias, who headed a psycho­ 
logical cam paign during the w’ar in 
an effort, to induce the Japanese to 
surrender, 
said 
the 
conversation 
took place between March 26 and 
March 31, 1941, at Kim mel’s head­ 
quarters in Pearl Harbor. 
He told the adm iral, the witness 
said, that if the Japanese made such 
a n attack, 
it would come 
from 
carriers which would steam away 
immediately after launching their 
planes. The December 7 attack was 
m ade in this m anner. 
Zacharias said he did not attem pt 
to fix the date of the predicted a t­ 
tack in his talk with Kimmel and 
had suggested another method by 
which the Japanese m ight strike by 
air. 
He said it was possible, but less 
likely, for the Japanese to .smuggle 
seaplanes into the Hawaiian area 
on merchant, ships.

Home grounds having a road or 
alley back of them should be de­ 
veloped to take full advantage of 
this service feature. If the property 
is small and there is a desire to pre­ 
sent the house attractively from the 
front, the garage may be located at 
the back of the property. Besides 
elim inating the drive from the small 
front 4awn, this does away with 
drive. Nor are garage doors, open or 
closed, any longer likely to mar the 
trim appearance of the house. The 
house with its foundation planting 
consisting properly of dwarf m ate­ 
rials may be enframed with group­ 
ings of larger growing shrubs and 
an occasional specimen ornamental 
tree on the lawn out from both front 
corners of the house. 
Where possible, the garage at the 
back of the property should be lo­ 
cated on the side closest to the serv­ 
ice side of the house.

Two lives were lost in the fire of 
1850 w hich destroyed the old Jail. 
Tile fire, according to files of the 
R epublican Com piler, was discover­ 
ed at 3 o'clock on the m orning of 
Ja n u a ry 7. A ttem pts to save the two 
inm ates who lost th eir lives were 
futile. T h e following account of the 
fire is given by the Com piler in its 
Ja n u a ry 14, 1850. issue: 
Rescue Attempts Fall 
"A t about 3 o’clock on M onday 
m orning last, fire was seen issuing 
from one of th e front windows on 
the second floor of the county Jail. 
T he alarm w'as at once given, and 
o ur citizens speedily collected. But 
all efforts to subdue the flames were 
fruitless. T he leading object of solici­ 
tude, was th e rescue of Isaac M us­ 
sulm an and Jo h n Toner, both insane 
and confined for safe-keeping, each 
having a room to him self 
“T he fire originated in the a p a rt­ 
m en t of the form er, (how. no one 
can tell.) and th e individual who 
first reached the Jail heard him 
groan his last. W hen his ap artm en t 
was reached, it was found to be all 
on fire, arjd th a t an entrance would 
b** attended w ith certain death. Tile 
fire h ad not yet spread to the room 
of T oner, b u t when the door was 
opened, those w ho a tem pied to enter 
were driven back by the volume of 
suffocating sm oke which Issued from 
it. I t la supposed th a t he died from 
suffocation som e tim e before, as it 
was deem ed impossible for life to 
w ithstand so terrible a situation for 
m any m om ents.

The 
sa lest practice la to em ploy som e­ 
one who is im m une to the poisoning 
or to wear heavy gloves w ith g au n t­ 
lets. Exposed clothing, gloves, shoes 
and im plem ents should be burned or 
rendered safe after use. Sm oke from 
burning poison-ivy vines m ay prove 
as dangerous as direct contact with 
the green foliage or stem s 
M ost failures to exterm inate this 
plant by grubbing results from leav­ 
ing bits of broken root ends in the 
ground. Here is the m ain reason why 
the vines should be rem oved while 
the ground Is soft. However, if stray 
roots send up green top grow th later, 
the tender plants m ay be killed by 
tw'o or three applications of fuel 
oil, sodium arsenite, co a l-tar creo­ 
sote, or carbon disulfide. A m ixture 
of 3 p arts fuel oil and I p art creo­ 
sote oil m akes an effective poison- 
ivy killer w hen sprayed on the green 
foliage, Of course, chem ical weed­ 
killers m ust be applied w ith care 
near grass, ornam entals, vegetables 
and o th er desirable vegetation.

one. 
T he com m issioners have m ade a r ­ 
rangem ents to use one of the poor­ 
house buildings, or a portion of it.

T he account of the election, as 
taken from G lossbrenner’s ’ History’ 
of York C ounty” is as follows:
